Although America's 
Independ- 


ence Day has always been a symbol 
for frcodom-lovin;; people of every 
land we are becoming more caut- 
ious in appraising the aspirations 
of distant 
countries. 
especially 


Iwhen they require a shooting war. 


Thus, we are greeted this partic- 


ular Fourth of July with the pros- 
pect of final victory and peace in 
thc fighting in Korea. But no Ameri- 
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can imagines for 
moment that 


this is, for the Republic of South 
Korea, n carbon copy of our own 
American revolution. 


Thc significance of whatever lo- 


cal aims and objectives the South 
Koreans may have is completely 
swallowed up in the pattern 
of 


jvorld events. To us. all of Korea 
(is hardly more than a flag-stop on 
the express road to peace. 


We aren't interested primarily 


in sustaining South Korea's inde- 
pendence; our real job is lo hall 
the lone wolf of aggression which, 
prowling all over the world, threat- 
ens interests far more important 
than one small peninsula in an Or- 
iental co'rner. 


So the years have brought a grad- 


ual- but important change in the 
^significance 
of 
our 
American 


Fourth of July. Only in thc classic 
sense does it apply to the liberty- 
seeking peoples of other countries 
today. Its literal application is now 
sharply confined to Americans on- 
ly. That which blossomed out as an 
example for thc whole world has 
today contracted and returned to 
its original form — a dale import- 
ant mainly to 
Americans, 
when 


they set up their own government, 
and made thai fiction slick.
